pretrial conference March 4. 
Both were due to stand trial 
in January 2014 on a charge 
of first-degree criminal child 
abuse. 

The charge against them 
stems from a state police 
investigation during which 


Case reportedly told troopers 
that the 3-year-old was tied to 
her bed from 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
each day. Case also acknowl¬ 
edged that the child was also 
tied to the bed for a two-hour 
nap, and spent an additional 
four hours tied up for disci¬ 


pline, according to the docu¬ 
ments. 

She was also tied up to a 
booster seat in a kitchen chair 
for up to an hour a day for 
discipline.

Beaver Lake Road neighbors 
offered hot coffee and a help¬ 
ing hand as David and Vanesca 
Harney’s home burned in a 
devastating structure fire late 
Sunday night.

Judge Armstrongs exit from race draws criticism 


Donnell, RoBards seek 
job as judge's moves 
questioned

Longtime District Court 
Judge Linda Armstrong 
surprisingly withdrew late 
Tuesday as a candidate for re- 
election, and the process she 
used to declare that has come 


under scrutiny. 

Armstrong, who since 
1998 has sat the 
bench in Dis¬ 
trict 53 Division 
1, cited health 
and personal 
reasons for 
deciding to 
withdraw her 
name as a can¬ 
didate in the 
2014 election, a 
decision she said she made on 


Sunday evening. 

But on Monday, during a 
meeting of the Shelby Coun¬ 
ty bar association, Armstrong 
made no announcement to 
area lawyers that she would 
not run. 

Late Tuesday, just before 
the 4 p.m. deadline to file for 
the election, Armstrong with¬ 
drew from the race as her 
son-in-law J.R. RoBards filed 
to enter it. 

Shelby County Com¬ 


monwealth Attorney Laura 
Donnell also filed late Tues¬ 
day, and she said she was 
displeased with Armstrong’s 
decision to withdraw at the 
last moment and questioned 
the integrity of the move. 

“An opportunity arose 
that has allowed me to seek 
the office of District Judge, 
Division 1, and give the vot¬ 
ers a choice, as opposed to

BLACK HISTORY MONTH 


Chicago teenager s death still resonates nearly 60 years later 


T o stand in the front 
of the dilapidated 
remains of Bryant’s 
Grocery Store in Money, 
Miss., is more than a bit 
sobering when you know 
the history associated 
with the structure. 

It was at this store 
in 1955 that a young 
black boy from Chicago 
stepped into the middle

of his own horror story, unwittingly 
becoming a symbol and a catalyst for 
the period of American history com¬ 
monly referred to as the Civil Rights 
Era. 

Emmett Till, 14, was visiting fam¬ 
ily in Money during the summer of 
1955. On the evening of Aug. 24 he 
and his cousin, along with some other 
children of local sharecroppers, went 
to Bryant’s Grocery Store and Meat 
Market to buy candy and gum. The 


store, owned by Roy and Carolyn Bry¬ 
ant, catered mostly to sharecroppers 
so there was nothing out of the ordi¬ 
nary in this visit by the youngsters. 
But this night would prove to be any¬ 
thing but ordinary. 

Something happened that evening 
between Carolyn Bryant and Emmett 
Till, but the facts of that encounter 
are still not totally clear. Some of the 
boys with Emmett would later say 
that he was talking to them about 


having white friends in Chicago, 
showed them pictures of an inte¬ 
grated class at the school he attended, 
and may have shown them one white 
girl that he asserted was his girl¬ 
friend. One of the boys in the group 
dared Emmett to speak to Carolyn. He 
accepted the challenge, perhaps not 
fully understanding the culture and 
the dark depth of the racism in the

Mississippi Delta circa 
1955. 

What happened next 
is much disputed. Many 
versions of the event 
say that Emmett wolf- 
whistled at Carolyn. 

His family and others 
who knew him said 
that Emmett sometimes 
whistled as a means of 
alleviating his stuttering 
and they believe that 
is what he may have 
been doing. According to 
other accounts, Emmet 
asked Carolyn for a date. 
Carolyn herself would 
later claim that he 
grabbed her at the waist 
and used words that she 
would not repeat. What¬ 
ever actually occurred 
between the two, Caro¬ 
lyn was so incensed that 
she went outside to get 
a pistol kept under the 
seat of a car. Seeing this, 
the teenagers immedi¬ 
ately left. 

Carolyn’s husband 
Roy Bryant was not 
there that night. An 
over-the-road truck driv¬ 
er, he was on an extend¬ 
ed trip hauling cargo in 
Texas. By the time he 
returned home the story 


of how the black boy 
from Chicago had sup¬ 
posedly dishonored his 
wife had already made 
the rounds in Leflore 
County. Roy Bryant’s 
revenge would not be 
denied. 

Sometime in the 
early morning hours 
of Aug. 28, Roy Bryant 
and his half-brother 
J.W. Milam drove to the 
house where Emmett 
Till was staying. They 
abducted the boy at 
gunpoint. They would 
later claim that they 
intended to “scare some 
sense into him,” but 
that is not what hap¬ 
pened. Three days later, 
Emmett’s horribly dis¬ 
figured body was found 
by two boys who had 
gone fishing in the Tal¬ 
lahatchie River. He had 
been beaten, shot and 
mutilated. An industrial 
size fan had been tied 
around his neck with 
barbed wire before he 
was thrown into the 
river in hopes that his 
body would never resur¬ 
face. 

Emmett Till’s 
remains were shipped 
back to Chicago for 
burial. At the funeral 
his grief-stricken but 
courageous mother 


insisted on an open cas¬ 
ket in spite of the horror 
of the sight because she 
wanted the world to see 
what hatred and racism 
had done to her boy. The 
photographs of his muti¬ 
lated corpse aroused 
intense public reaction. 

In September 1955, 
Roy Bryant and J.W. 
Milam went on trial 
for capital murder in 
the town of Sumner in 
Tallahatchie County 
where Till’s body had 
been discovered. They 
were acquitted by an all- 
white jury. The follow¬ 
ing year they sold their 
story to Look magazine 
for about $4,000. Shield¬ 
ed by double jeopardy, 
the men admitted to the 
magazine that they had 
killed Emmett. Neither 
man exhibited remorse 
over the murder nor 
did they feel they had 
done anything wrong 
in the matter. But the 
folks around Money had 
had enough. Support for 
the men eroded. Their 
sharecropper customers 
refused to shop at the 
store. Bankruptcy fol¬ 
lowed and the men relo¬ 
cated for a time to Texas. 
Milam died of cancer in 
1980 at age 61 as did Bry¬ 
ant in 1994 at age 63. 


No autopsy was done 
on Emmett Till and, at 
trial, the defense argued 
that the body was so dis¬ 
torted that no one could 
even be certain that it 
was him. They went so 
far as to suggest that 
Till was still alive and 
in hiding in Chicago and 
the body was a corpse 
planted by those who 
wanted to arouse racial 
animus. 

In 2005, FBI investi¬ 
gators exhumed Emmett 
Till’s body to clarify the 
identity of the remains 
and to see if an exact 


cause of death could be 
determined. The body 
was positively identified 
as that of Emmett Till 
and bullet fragments 
in the skull suggested 
he had been shot by a 
.45 caliber pistol. Till’s 
body was reburied in 
the Alsip cemetery just 
south of Chicago using a 
new casket as is the cus¬ 
tom in reburials. Till’s 
original casket is now 
part of the Smithsonian 
Institution in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. and will 
be displayed in their 
new National Museum 


of African American 
History and Culture 
which is set to open in 
2015. According to the 
museum’s director, the 
casket is an artifact that 
may have the potential 
to make people stop and 
think. 

Indeed. 

Lawrenceburg resident 
Rick Shannon recently 
toured several significant 
civil rights sites.

But the Harneys found 
themselves borrowing 
David’s sister’s four- 
wheel drive vehicle 
later that night and 
driving to their home 
which was fully 
engulfed in flames. 

No one was in the 
home at the time it 
caught fire, David 
Harney said. 

“Fortunately, we 
had everybody with 
us,” David Harney said 
Monday morning, add¬ 
ing that they also had 
their two dogs with 
them while staying in 
Frankfort. 

Anderson County 
Fire Chief Mike Barnes 
said the Harneys were 
able to salvage a few 
pieces of furniture and 
other personal items, 
but that most of the 
items inside their 1,000 
square ranch-style 
home were destroyed. 

“Surprisingly, the 
house is still standing, 
but it did take signifi¬ 
cant damage,” Barnes 
said. 


David Harney said 
he’s been told the 
cause of the structure 
fire may be due to an 
electrical issue in the 
kitchen. 

Barnes said fire¬ 
fighters extinguished 
the fire at about 1:30 
a.m. Monday morning, 
but the county fire 
department’s battle 
with the elements 
didn’t end after the 
flames were snuffed 
out. 

The steep and wind¬ 
ing Beaver Lake Road, 
slick with ice and 
several inches of snow 
that fell late Sunday 
into early Monday 
morning, slowed fire 
trucks down as they 
attempted to return to 
their stations, Barnes 
said. 

Several fire trucks 
got stuck in the middle 
of the road and needed 
to wait for the county 
road department to 
plow and dump cin¬ 
ders so firefighters 
could get through, he 
said. 

Barnes said fire¬ 
fighters didn’t clear 
the scene at Beaver 
Lake Road until

“With all that and 
in the cold, it’s never 
fun to do,” David Har¬ 
ney said of the Ander¬ 
son County firefight¬ 
ers. “We appreciate 
what they did.” 

Harney said he 
didn’t have much of 
an opportunity to eval¬ 
uate the fire’s damage 
to his home Sunday 
night, but planned 


to get reports of road 
conditions Monday 
from neighbors to see 
if roads 
would be 
passable. 

Harney 
said he 
plans to 
rebuild 
his home 
on Beaver 
Lake Road, 
where he 
and Vanes- 
ca had lived 
for the past 12 years. 

In the meantime he 
said he and his wife 
would be staying with 
family in Franklin 
County. 

As of the day after 
Sunday’s fire, David 
Harney said he and 
his wife are not in 
great need of clothing 
or other items, with 
brothers and sisters 
donating clothes and 
other family offering 
a place to stay. 

“We’re more fortu¬ 
nate than a lot people,” 
he said.

her guardian, said she 
was notified about 
the message, “Kill 
(the 9-year-old’s first 
name),” last Wednesday. 

According to Meece, 
a Turner Elementary 
janitor took a photo of 
the message with his 
phone before it was 
later erased. 

“My children are 
no better than another 
children, they get into 
mischief like any¬ 
body else, but they 
don’t have any kind of 
heart to want to kill 
anybody,” Meece said. 
“That’s why (the mes¬ 
sage) shocked them so 
bad.” 

Meece also said 
the 9-year-old’s sister 
saw similar messages 


threatening Meece’s 
granddaughter last 
year, and allegedly told 
her teacher about those 
messages. 

Turner Principal 
Wayne Reese said in an 
email that the threat 
to the fourth grade stu¬ 
dent was written in the 
girls’ bathroom in the 
intermediate wing and 
discovered Monday of 
last week. 

Reese added that 
there were no prior 
messages of this nature 
about the 9-year-old 
or any other student, 
and that there was no 
writing on walls in 
either the girls’ or boys’ 
bathrooms prior to last 
Monday. 

School resource 
officer Joe Saunier, 
who said he spoke 
with Meece along with 
Turner school officials 


and Det. Jeremy Cor¬ 
nish of the city police 
department, said Turn¬ 
er Elementary staff 
contacted him by email 
about the incident. Con¬ 
tacting him by email is 
the same as notifying 
him by phone of an 
incident at any one of 
the Anderson County 
schools, Saunier. 

Saunier said he has 
no record and Turner 
has no record of prior 
incidents regarding 
threats against Meece’s 
granddaughter. 

As a result of last 
week’s vandalism inci¬ 
dent, Saunier and Reese 
said, students who need 
to use the restroom 
would be required to 
visit the bathroom in 
groups. 

According to Turner 
Elementary Principal 
Wayne Reese, fourth 


graders use the “buddy 
system” whenever 
students need to go 
anywhere in the school, 
including the restroom. 
Students visit the rest¬ 
room in pairs or some¬ 
times as a whole class 
with teacher supervi¬ 
sion. 

With the help of 
Turner staff, Saunier 
said he’s in the process 
of trying to match 
samples of fourth grad¬ 
ers’ handwriting to the 
handwriting of the 
message. 

Although Meece 
said she was dissatis¬ 
fied with the school’s 
response at first, she 
said she’s never had 
prior issues with Turn¬ 
er Elementary or its 
staff. 

“Turner has been 
a great school, and 
they’ve been great with 


my children,” Meece 
said. 

She said she under¬ 
stands the limitations 
of Turner administra¬ 
tors to punish whoever 
may be responsible for 
the message due to the 
age of those who may 
be responsible. 

Saunier said charges 
couldn’t be filed against 
students under the age 
of 10 years old, which is 
the likely age of whom¬ 
ever wrote the threat¬ 
ening message. 

Meece said she 
understands an inci¬ 
dent of vandalism isn’t 
new, but the message 
allegedly threatening 
her granddaughter’s 
life is a different mat¬ 
ter altogether than 
typical bathroom graf¬ 
fiti, she said. 

What the threat 
says to her, Meece said, 


is that the district is 
in need of a school 
resource officer in 
every school and better 
security camera sys¬ 
tems to prevent similar 
incidents in the future. 

“When it comes to 
actually talking about 
killing another child, 

I think that’s a whole 
new level, and I think 
that’s a cry for help,” 
Meece said. 

“I think somebody 
should be held account¬ 
able, and that is why 
kids are killing kids,” 
she said. “I don’t think 
we are getting enough 
funding to help protect 
these kids.” 

Reese said the inci¬ 
dent is under investiga¬ 
tion by school person¬ 
nel and Officer Saunier.

Beggars can't be 
choosers with 
pipeline grants 

A n extra $50,000 for school safety is a needed $50,000, even 
if it conies courtesy of the controversial Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line. 

A few weeks ago it seemed no public agency in Anderson 
County would dare touch pipeline money through the Bluegrass 
Pipeline Community Grant Program. 

Looks like the school district has, and staff has confirmed 
that applications were submitted late last week for two $25,000 
pipeline grants. 

That’s a good thing for the school district, and here’s why. 
Superintendent Sheila Mitchell said both grants request 
money to improve school safety for facilities and buses. 

The first grant asks for monetary assistance on installing

emergency buttons in order summon 
police quickly as well as surveillance 
cameras for playgrounds. 

The second grant requests funds 
to purchase high-quality cameras for 
school buses that don’t have them. 
Bus cameras are used — and reviewed 
frequently according to district prin¬ 
cipals — to resolve safety or disciplin¬ 
ary issues that happen on the ride to 
and from school. 

In July 2013 the school board 
denied a $13,000 request for seven 
DVR camera systems for district 
school buses due to budget restric¬ 
tions. District Transportation Director 
Jeff Young, at the time of the vote, 
mentioned that purchasing seven 
cameras would bring about 60 per¬ 
cent of district buses up to par with 
_ current on-board surveillance sys¬ 
tems. 

Subtracting the cost of two camera systems, the board even¬ 
tually voted to provide a total of five cameras. 

Anderson County students deserve to be protected when they 
use school buses. 

They deserve to be 100 percent protected, not 60 percent pro¬ 
tected with outdated equipment. 

A $25,000 grant would pay for seven high-quality camera sys¬ 
tems, and maybe a few more. 

For those opposed to the Bluegrass Pipeline’s presence in 
Anderson County, accepting $50,000 from Williams and Board¬ 
walk may seem like complicit consent in pipeline activities. 

But what about the projected tax revenue that, according to 
data from the pipeline company, would flood the district with 
more than $700,000 in anticipated ad valorem taxes once the 
pipeline was completed? 

If at all possible, is it in the district’s best interests to decline 
an estimated (and of course, this number is subject to change) 
$766,000 in tax revenue? 

If district administration suddenly decided accepting distill¬ 
ery money would be a bad association for Anderson County 
public schools, does the district have the means to refuse an 
anticipated $350,000 in distillery taxes for the next fiscal year? 

Maybe it’d be a good idea for the district — given opposition to 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s plans for casino gambling to fund education 
— to decline any money that may have been possibly contami¬ 
nated with controversy. 

Gov. Beshear, in his budget address a few weeks ago, promised 
to restore part of state grants used to help pay for school safety, 
along with a host of other programs. 

The governor’s budget is still an unknown, and subject to the 
whims of the House and Senate. 

The pipeline community grants are tangible, real and could 
be applied to this year’s budget, although it’s not certain if the 
district will receive its $50,000 requested. 

Tom Droege, spokesperson for Williams and Boardwalk, said 
Friday, Jan. 31 was the deadline for the companies’ second round 
of community grants. 

He said it would be up to individual agencies to disclose if 
they’ve submitted applications, and Droege said he didn’t believe 
Williams and Boardwalk would reveal which agencies had 
applied until final announcement of selected grant recipients in 
March. 

So far, the school district is the only county agency confirmed, 
as of the publication of this edition, to have applied for multiple 
$25,000 community grants. 

Although it’s not clear if the district consciously chose not to 
enter the first grant cycle or simply didn’t know about the grant 
opportunities until recently, those responsible for submitting 
applications should be commended for being proactive. 

Instead of twiddling thumbs and burning up oxygen through 
endless talk that something should be done about funding 
because it’s “all about the children,” something is actually being 
done for the children. 

And that’s a good thing.

Creamy Tomato Basil Soup 
Makes 5 (1 cup) servings 

2 (14 ounce) cans diced tomatoes - for spicy flavor use 
1 can fire roasted tomatoes and one plain can diced 
tomatoes 

2 cloves garlic, minced (not necessary if using fire roasted 
tomatoes) 

1 cup diced yellow onion (about 1 medium onion) (not 
necessary if using fire-roasted tomatoes 
Dash salt and pepper to taste 


2 Tablespoons olive oil (canola or safflower oil) (not neces¬ 
sary if using fire roasted tomatoes) 

1 cup chicken or vegetable broth (can substitute beef broth 

but don't use bouillon cubes) 

2 bay leaves 

1/4 cup fresh chopped basil or 2 teaspoons dried basil 
1 cup fat free milk 

1. Preheat oven to 450 degrees. Strain tomatoes, 
reserving juice. Mix tomatoes with garlic and onion and 
spread in a single layer in a shallow baking pan. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and drizzle with olive oil. Roast in 
the oven until caramelized, about 20 minutes. Onions and 
garlic should be soft and light brown when caramelized, 
they should not be burnt. (Omit this step if using canned 
fire-roasted tomatoes.) 

2. After tomato mixture has cooled about 5 minutes, 
put in a blender and blend until almost smooth. (If using 
canned fire roasted tomatoes combined with plain toma¬ 
toes, then blend them until smooth, no need to heat first.) 

3. Put tomato mixture, tomato juice (if strained off to 
caramelize tomatoes, onions and garlic) broth, bay leaves 
and basil in a medium saucepan. Simmer for 10 minutes 
uncovered. Remove bay leaves and discard. 

4. Add milk and heat through on medium low tempera¬ 
ture for about 5-7 minutes. 

5. Adjust thickness by adding more broth or milk.

Projected pipeline 
taxes could bring 
millions into county

More money for stu¬ 
dents is more money 
for Anderson County 
education, even if that 
additional funding 
comes from the contro¬ 
versial Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line project, according to 
Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell. 

Mitchell said in a 
phone interview last 
Friday morning that 
the district has applied 
for two separate $25,000 
grants last week through 
the Bluegrass Pipeline 
Community Grant Pro¬ 
gram being offered by 
Williams and Boardwalk 
Pipeline Partners. 

The first grant 
requests $25,000 to 
upgrade facilities for 
safety, including install¬ 
ing emergency buttons 
to notify police auto¬ 
matically in case of an 
emergency, cameras for 
playgrounds and cam¬ 
eras for student pick up 
and drop off locations 
that currently do not 
have that kind of sur¬ 
veillance. 

Because the pipeline 
grants require a school 
district match, Mitchell 


said Anderson would use 
the $12,198 already spent 
toward its AiPhone secu¬ 
rity system as the neces¬ 
sary matching funds for 
the first grant. Mitchell 
said the district would 
also be using a portion of 
Director of District-Wide 
Programs and Opera¬ 
tions Ronnie Fields’ sal¬ 
ary for the $25,000 safety 
grant match as well. 

The second grant 
request to the pipeline 
company from the 
school system was for 
safety and bus transpor¬ 
tation, Mitchell said, spe¬ 
cifically, higher-quality 
cameras on school buses 
for video surveillance. 

Mitchell said the dis¬ 
trict’s match for the sec¬ 
ond grant would come 
from what the district 
already spent this year 
on camera upgrades for 
buses. 

Mitchell said the 
district applied for both 
grants online on Jan. 30, 
and said she expects a 
final decision from Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline on the 
district’s grant requests 
by March 15. 

She said she hopes 
awarded funds from 
pipeline companies Wil¬ 
liams and Boardwalk 
will go toward this year’s 
budget, which includes 
a 5 percent decrease in 
operational expenses, no 
raise for district teachers 
or staff and a contin¬ 


gency expected to be at 
2.22 to 3.17 percent of the 
total budget. 

Mitchell said she’s not 
heard any negative reac¬ 
tion about the district’s 
requests for grant fund¬ 
ing from the Bluegrass 
Pipeline Community 
Grant Program, and said 
she is familiar with area 
opposition to the project. 

“I have not heard any 
negative responses about 
the grants; of course, I’ve 
read concerns regard¬ 
ing the pipeline in the 
newspaper and I’ve 
heard others voice con¬ 
cerns,” Mitchell said. “We 
are looking for grants 
to apply (for) and this 
grant was a possibility 
to upgrade facilities for 
transportation and safe¬ 
ty. We want to use any 
grant to help us do that.” 

According to a Jan. 8 
press release from Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline spokes¬ 
person Tom Droege, the 
project’s grant program 
awarded a total of 
$136,000 in grants in its 
first cycle for emergency 
management agencies, 
volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments, the Hardin Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education, a 
cemetery preservation 
organization and an ani¬ 
mal shelter project. 

The second cycle 
of grants awarded 
is expected to be 
announced in March, 
with two more cycles of 


grants still available for 
organizations located 
in counties that the 
pipeline would be built, 
according to the Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline website. 

The school district 
may also see funding 
coming from the pipe¬ 
line in a different rev¬ 
enue stream — through 
taxes. 

According to data 
released by Williams 
and Boardwalk, the 
Bluegrass Pipeline 
is projected to pump 
approximately $1,215 
million in ad valorem 
tax revenue into Ander¬ 
son County. 

The Anderson County 
school district — which 
would be the largest 
beneficiary of those 
funds because of its dis¬ 
tinction as the county’s 
largest taxing district — 
would receive roughly 
$766,422 each year from 
the pipeline based on 
its tax rate of $5.52 per 
$1,000 assessed property 
value. 

Droege recently spoke 
with The Anderson 
News and said he was 
“comfortable” with the 
$1,215 million figure he 
provided for Anderson 
County. 

The estimates of 
anticipated tax revenue 
are based on the length 
of the pipeline in Ander¬ 
son County and could 
vary depending on its 


actual length, Droege 
said, and the estimated 
amount is for when the 
pipeline is completed 
and fully operational, 
not during pipeline con¬ 
struction. 

The company’s 
estimate is based on 
the Anderson County 
portion of the pipeline 
being 16.5 miles in 
length. It was previ¬ 
ously reported that the 
pipeline would span 7 
miles, but Droege said 
when that information 
was released company 
officials were report¬ 
ing how many miles of 
easements have been 
secured, not its total 
length. 

The Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line project has come 
under considerable fire 
since announcing plans 
to transport natural 
gas liquids by building 
a pipeline from Ohio 
to Kentucky and on 
through to the Gulf of 


Mexico. 

The Anderson County 
Fiscal Court censured 
the project in June 2013, 
officially passing a reso¬ 
lution against the pipe¬ 
line in the hope it would 
keep the project out of 
the county. 

Superintendent 
Mitchell — who briefly 
mentioned potential 
pipeline tax revenue 
coming into the school 
district during the Board 
of Education’s meeting 
last Monday — said she 
hasn’t seen any “solid 
figures” but is hopeful 
about the prospect of 
more revenue coming in 
to be used for education 
services and programs. 

“That’s very excit¬ 
ing to hear that that 
additional revenue could 
possibly come into the 
school district,” she said.

The third person 
charged in the case, 


Carolyn Case, has 
already pleaded guilty 
and now faces up to 
five years in prison. 

She is also under 
investigation by 
the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office for 
perjury based on what 
appeared to be inaccu¬ 
rate information she 
provided on an affi¬ 
davit to be provided a 
public defender. 

Case’s sentencing is 
scheduled for Feb. 18 
at 9 a.m. in Anderson 
County Circuit Court.

Projected low emergency funds 
worry school board

Teachers won’t see a raise in 
salary in the first draft version of 
the school district budget for next 
fiscal year. 

That may not matter if Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s two-year budget 
proposal — including a “mandated” 
2 percent pay raise — passes the 
state House and Senate, Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell said Fri¬ 
day. 

The 2014-2015 draft budget, pre¬ 
sented to school board members 
by Superintendent Mitchell at the 
board’s Monday meeting, doesn’t 
include the projected millions 
of dollars of education funding 
increases for the next two years 
promised by the governor in his 
budget address Jan. 21. 

At $22.44 million in salary and 
benefits and approximately 84.77 
percent of the district’s total bud¬ 
get, payroll expenses for 2014-2015 
currently omit a step increase — a 
raise in pay based on years of 
teaching or experience — or any 
additional salary raise for Ander¬ 
son County teachers and staff. 

The draft budget also includes 
a 5 percent cut in operational 
expenses for the district, Mitchell 
said, and no funding for the pur¬ 
chase of additional buses. 

Mitchell said Finance Officer 
Nick Clark, who was absent dur¬ 
ing the Monday night’s meeting, 
did not include a step increase in 
the first version of the 2014-2015 
budget because including a step 
increase would have little effect on 
overall payroll expenses. 

Board member James Sargent 
voiced his concern about the 
absence of both a step increase and 
raise in the district’s draft budget. 

“It’s time to give our employees 
a raise,” Sargent said. “They’re the 
backbone of our schools. I hope 
that we keep that raise in there for 
employees of our schools.” 

“I would support that, too,” 
school board member Donna 
Drury added. 

Teachers received a step 
increase back in April 2013 for the 
2013-2014 school year, and received 
both a step increase and 1 percent 
salary raise the year before. 

“What’s a step increase if it’s 
not a raise?” school board member 
Roger McDowell asked during dis¬ 
cussion on the draft budget last 
Monday. “It’s been my experience 
if you have more money in your 
paycheck, it’s a raise.” 

Beshear’s budget proposal also 
links a “mandated” 2 percent pay 
increase for teachers and classified 
school personnel for fiscal year 
2015 and a 1 percent for the follow¬ 
ing year. 

As far as Mitchell knows, she 
said, that 2 percent raise will be 
required of all school districts that 
want to receive Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky or SEEK 
funding increases from the state. 

When asked if the school board 
could refuse to institute the pay 
raise and still receive state fund¬ 
ing attached to the proposed salary 
increase, Mitchell said she’s not 
sure. 

“That’s not been part of the dis¬ 
cussion,” she said. 

According to estimates calcu¬ 
lated by Clark, the school district 
would need to match 20-25 percent 
of state funding in order to offer a 
2 percent raise to teachers in 2015. 

Board member Scott Brown, now 
acting school board president, esti¬ 
mated that amount to be roughly 
$80,000. 

“That (amount) would be a bad 
deal,” he said. 

Mitchell, responding to ques¬ 
tions from the board, said she did 


Tale of two draft budgets 

Financial Officer Nick Clark, who was absent from 
last Monday's board meeting, drafted two 2014- 
2015 budgets for the school board to consider in 
the coming months. 

Clark included one budget based on the district's 
current flat rate of $5.52 per $1,000 assessed 
value, and one budget on a potential 4 percent 
revenue increase rate. 

Budget approval for the district goes through a 
three step process: the draft budget is presented 
in January, a tentative budget is presented and 
approved by the school board in May and sent to 
the state education department for approval as 
well. A final budget, once it's been reviewed by 
KDE, needs to be presented for final approval by 
the school board by the end of September.

not believe Clark had added the 
board’s expected contribution for 
the 2 percent salary raise should 
Beshear’s budget pass as written. 

Board members also expressed 
concern about estimates for con¬ 
tingency or the district’s emergen¬ 
cy fund. The district’s contingency 
fund is typically used for unfore¬ 
seen emergency costs. 

One of those emergencies could 
be the high school’s aging heating 
and cooling system, the replace¬ 
ment of which could cost the dis¬ 
trict anywhere from $3-4.5 million. 

“We’d virtually be without any 
contingency at all,” board member 
Lee Hahn said. 

If the board chose to keep tax 
rates flat, the district’s contingency 
fund would be $495,145 or 2.22 per¬ 
cent. 

If the board chose to set taxes 
with the 4 percent revenue 
increase rate, the contingency 
fund would be $707,622 or 3.17 per¬ 
cent. 

State statute requires school 
boards to maintain a contingency 
fund that is at a minimum 2 per¬ 
cent of the district’s total budget, 
and recommends keeping the fund 
at 5 percent. 

Mitchell said if the governor’s 
budget passes, Anderson County 
may see additional funding 
restored to 2008 levels for profes¬ 
sional development, school safety 
as well as increased funding for 
technology expenses. 

“Which is wonderful news,” she 
said. 

School districts go through a 
three-step process when building 
budgets for the upcoming fiscal 
year. A draft budget is presented 
and reviewed by the board in Janu¬ 
ary, and a second or “tentative” 
budget is presented to the school 
board for a first vote in May. Once 
the tentative budget is approved, 
then it’s sent on to the state for 
review. 

A final budget must then be 
reviewed and voted on for the final 
time by the end of September 2014 
for next fiscal year.

Governor’s budget plan could add $1 million in SEEK funds 


If passed, county 
preschool eligibility to 
increase by 12 percent

Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
two-year budget pro¬ 
posal brings uncertainty, 
but also hope for school 
districts like Anderson 
County requesting addi¬ 
tional funding from the 
state. 

Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell said the 
governor’s draft budget 
includes a significant 
increase for Support 
Education Excellence 
in Kentucky or SEEK 
funding for students 
and staff. 

Mitchell estimated 
that the budget’s 
increase would give 
the district $$3,866 per 
student in SEEK fund¬ 
ing, adding roughly $1 
million for Anderson in 
total state funding based 
on a stable average daily 
attendance (ADA) rate. 

The increase of state 
funding may come with 
a catch: an allegedly 
“mandated” 2 percent 
salary raise for teach¬ 
ers and classified school 
personnel in 2015, and a 
1 percent raise the year 
following. 

Mitchell said she’s not 


sure if the school board 
would have the option 
of receiving SEEK funds 
without also institut¬ 
ing the proposed pay 
raises; that scenario had 
not come in discussions 
regarding the governor’s 
budget and its potential 
affect on districts. 

Although Anderson 
would get funding to 
help pay for the 2 per¬ 
cent salary increase, the 
district would need to 
match about 20-25 per¬ 
cent of the salary raise 
costs, she said. 

If the state budget 
passes by the April 
deadline, then those 
questions regarding the 
salary increase would 
have to be answered 
by the district budget 
committee before final 
approval of next fiscal 
year’s budget, Mitchell 
said. 

“That has to be a con¬ 
sideration when making 
a final decision on the 
total amount,” she said 
of the district’s estimat¬ 
ed cost for providing a 2 
percent raise in 2015. 

The promise of 
increased preschool 
funds for those at 160 
percent of the poverty 
also has staff at the Ezra 
Sparrow Early Child¬ 
hood Center excited for 
the possibility of addi¬ 
tional funds. 


Beshear’s proposal for 
an additional $18 mil¬ 
lion a year to expand 
preschool services would 
result in approximately 
5,100 more 4-year-olds 
able to attend preschool, 
a statewide increase of 
22 percent. 

Currently, the only 
students who are eli¬ 
gible must be at 150 
percent of the poverty 
level. 

“I will say that we 
were all elated when 
Gov. Beshear’s budget 
proposal was released,” 
ECC Principal Janice 
Meredith said in an 
email. 

“The eligibil¬ 
ity requirements have 
tightened over the past 
few years so anything 
that can be done to 
allow us to serve more 
children early on is a 
welcome change.” 

According to Mer¬ 
edith and ECC school 
psychologist Kyle Riggs, 
52 out of 97 preschool 
aged children screened 
were eligible under the 
current 150 percent pov¬ 
erty level criteria. 

If the poverty level 
criteria were raised to 
160 percent, about 12 
percent of Anderson 
County students would 
then qualify under the 
at-risk category, Mer¬ 
edith said.

Plans to increase 
technology funds is 
another exciting pros¬ 
pect for the district, 
Mitchell said. The gover¬ 
nor’s budget may result 
in about $60,000-70,000 
for Anderson alone. 

Although the dis¬ 
trict’s “bring your own 
device” initiative has 
been successful in 
bringing in additional 
devices for classroom 
use, Mitchell said that 
doesn’t mean there isn’t 
still a need for technol¬ 
ogy in the district. 

Mitchell said in 
addition to general 
classroom learning, 
more computers for 
technology labs may 
become more important 
as assessments increase 
and those assessments 
go online. 

“I think a lot of chil¬ 
dren have their own 
devices, and it’s great 
for the children to have 
their own devices, we 
want to make sure every 
child has access to their 
own device,” Mitchell 
said. 

“Bring your own 
device has been a huge 
help for classroom 
teachers to have addi¬ 


tional devices in their 
classrooms.” 

Another huge help 
would be an influx of 
funding through Flex¬ 
ible Focus Funds. 

Beshear has promised 
to increase that funding 
pool by $47.7 million. 

That means Ander¬ 
son County could 
receive an additional 
$200,000 to pay for more 
professional develop¬ 
ment for teachers 
regarding changes in 
Common Core curricu¬ 
lum and assessments; 
textbooks; and extended 
school services for at- 
risk students. 

Mitchell said that 
money would be able to 
move around to address 
the district’s priorities, 
including safety. 

“Safe schools are 
always a top priority, 
but I also have to say 
textbooks and provid¬ 
ing resources for our 
students and teachers is 
extremely important,” 
she said. 

Mitchell said superin¬ 
tendents met via confer¬ 
ence call last week with 
Kentucky Education 
Commissioner Terry 
Holliday regarding the 


governor’s budget pro¬ 
posal, and what that 
budget may bring for 
the future of education 
in the state. 

In addition to increas¬ 
es in state funding Hol¬ 
liday remarked that 
federal funding for Title 
I, Title II and technical 
education may also be 
restored to 2012 levels, 
according to Mitchell. 

“Everyone is very 
hopeful,” Mitchell said 
of the governor’s pro¬ 
posed budget. “We all 
believe this is a step in 
the right direction.” 

The two-year spend¬ 
ing plan was filed as a 
House bill in January, 
and needs to be passed 
before session ends on 
April 15. 

A draft budget for 
2014-2015 was presented 
to the school board last 
week, and a second “ten¬ 
tative” budget will be 
reviewed and voted on 
by the Board of Educa¬ 
tion at the end of May 
before being submitted 
to the state education 
department for approv¬ 
al.

In the hearings prior 
to its passing, Derrick 
Selznick, who is direc¬ 
tor of the ACLU of 
Kentucky’s Reproduc¬ 
tive Freedom Project 
and an opponent of the 
bill, testified before 


lawmakers saying that 
such a law would be 
“demeaning to women.” 
In a report by Jonathan 
Meador for WFPL news 
in Louisville, an NPR 
affiliated station, Mr. 
Selznick is quoted as 
saying “the only way 
a woman can dissent, 
even though it is writ¬ 
ten into the law that 
they can avert their 
eyes...is to wear blind¬ 
ers and noise cancelling 
headphones. And if 
that isn’t degrading, I 
don’t know what is.” 

In nearly every argu¬ 
ment I hear in favor of 
abortion on demand, 
the mantra goes some¬ 
thing like this, “The 
decision whether or 
not to have an abortion 
is a private decision 
that concerns only the 
woman and her doctor,” 
or “a woman should 
have the right to make 
any decision that will 
affect her body.” What 
is eerily silenced in 


these and other argu¬ 
ments is the voice of 
the unborn. The child 
that is living within 
the womb of its mother 
is oblivious to the 
fact his or her mother 
may be contemplat¬ 
ing ending their life. 
They are dependent on 
their mother for life 
until they can live on 
their own. They have a 
body, they have a soul, 
and they have a right 
to live. The decision 
affects their body and 
their life as well. 

Mr. Selznick, and 
others who support 
unfettered access to 
abortions, are ignoring 
this reality.

cry out. Perhaps one 


way to ignore this real¬ 
ity and stifle the cries 
would be to wear blind¬ 
ers and noise cancel¬ 
ling headphones. The 
problem is there are 
none powerful enough 
to soothe our collective 
conscience.

Armstrong’s attempt 
to orchestrate the out¬ 
come of the election 
and ensure her son-in- 
law the office by cir¬ 
cumventing the demo¬ 
cratic process,” Donnell 
said in a statement to 
The Sentinel-News. 

Armstrong denies 
that accusation. “In 
truth, I had considered 
retiring before and 
talked to some people, 
including my son-in- 
law, J.R. RoBards, about 
that, but I did not 
make that decision def¬ 
initely until this past 
weekend,” she wrote in 
an E-mail.” 

Armstrong said 
a recent diagnosis, 
although not life- 
threatening, will 
impact her ability to 
perform her duties 
as judge. That illness, 
along with some fam¬ 
ily issues, is what 
caused her to step 
away. She said she’s not 
sure if she will finish 
the end of her term, 
which ends when a 
new judge takes office. 


“I have some health 
issues, and I’ve got 
three beautiful chil¬ 
dren that I would like 
to spend more time 
with,” she said. “Also, 
my mother is going to 
be ninety years old this 
year.” 

“Over the weekend, 
my husband and I 
talked about it and 
decided this is the best 
thing for me, to retire 
and concentrate on me 
for a while. 

“I told my fam¬ 
ily Sunday that I had 
made the decision, and 
so he [RoBards] and my 
daughter talked about 
it and decided that, 
since I wasn’t going to 
be running, he would 
take that opportunity 
to run himself.” 

RoBards did not 
return a call from The 
Sentinel-News seeking 
comment on his deci¬ 
sion to file. 

But Nathan Riggs, 
president of the bar 
association in Shelby, 
said he’s curious why 
others were not given 
the same opportunity 
that Armstrong gave 
RoBards when she 
declined to announce 
her intentions not to 


run. 

“The timing on this 
is very unfortunate, 
and I’m certain there 
are other attorneys in 
Shelby County that 
would like to have 
filed to run for the 
office or at least been 
given the opportunity 
to consider it,” he said. 
“The timing of the 
decision made that 
very difficult.” 

Riggs added that he’s 
sure several attorneys 
in Spencer and Ander¬ 
son counties, which 
also are served by Dis¬ 
trict 53, would like to 
have been alerted of 
the decision as well to 
consider running. 

Donnell, who as 
been a part of the 
Shelby County’s com¬ 
monwealth attorney’s 
office for the past 
15 years including 
serving at the com¬ 
monwealth attorney 
since 2008 - to which 
she was re-elected 
without opposition in 
2012 - said she’s ready 
to move forward with 
her campaign. 

“Being a judge is an 
everyday challenge 
but more importantly 
an everyday honor 


to serve our com¬ 
munities,” Donnell 
said. “Two of the most 
important qualities of 
a judge are to be honest 
and fair in everything 
that you do. 

“A judge is an inte¬ 
gral part of the legal 
system and the per¬ 
son who is fortunate 
enough to serve should 
be experienced and 
committed to the law 
as well as our commu¬ 
nities. 

“I have dedicated 
the last 15 years of my 
21 years of practice to 


representing the citi¬

Sacred Heart rallies to defeat Bearcats in LIT semis 


Anderson squanders 
10-point lead

LOUISVILLE - It might 
have been a case of forgotten 
identity Saturday 

At least Anderson County 
where most of the players 
have been together for six or 
seven years, seemed to forget 
what made the Lady Bearcats 
a Final Four team last year 
and the pre-season No. 1 team 
in Kentucky this year. 

Sacred Heart took full 
advantage of that lapse in 
memory to hand the Lady 
Bearcats a 66-57 loss in the 
semi-finals of the Louisville 
Invitational Tournament at 
Christian Academy of Louis¬ 
ville. 

Anderson seemed in con¬ 
trol, leading 37-27 after Eriel 
McKee converted a steal into 
a layup less than three min¬ 
utes into the second half, but 
an inability to convert at the 
free throw line coupled with 
Sacred Heart’s determina¬ 
tion allowed the Valkyries 
to chip away and eventually 
tie things three times beofe 
Meghan Colley’s three-point¬ 
er gave the Louisville team its 
first lead since the first quar¬ 
ter at 51-50 with 4:26 to play. 

Anderson never led again. 

Before the McKee finally 
got the Lady Bearcats on the 
board again, Sacred Heart had 


run off 10 straight points and 
led 58-50. 

“We have to have our play¬ 
ers know their roles,” Ander¬ 
son coach Tony Kays said. “I 
thought (when Sacred Heart 
made it’s decisive run) we lost 
some of our focus and lost 
sight of what we are supposed 
to do for the team. We tried to 
force things a bit. There were 
some decision-making things 
that we have to work on. We 
are going to go back to prac¬ 
tice to get that straightened 
out.” 

It was the second time 
Saturday in which the Lady 
Bearcats got away from what 
had made them successful 
against one of the big names 
in Louisville girls’ high school 
hoops. 

After an 8-0 run had 
given Anderson a 29-20 sec¬ 
ond quarter lead, the Lady 
Bearcats still were in front 
29-23 when they called time 
1:58 before halftime. Ander¬ 
son got the defensive stops 
and forced turnovers the 
rest of the half, but only had 
three points to show for it 
when McKee completed an 
old-fashioned three-point 
play to make it 32-23 inside 
the final minute of the half. 

McKee, a senior, scored 
18 points for Anderson. Her 
classmate, Makenzie Cann, 
led the Lady Bearcats with 
23 points and went over 2,000 
points in her career.

McKee, Cann named

W e use those little 
hyperbolic cliches 
maybe 
a thousand 
times a day. 

Such as in 
that sentence 
you just read. 

Or that one at 
the opposite end 
of the spectrum, 

“It happens once 
in a lifetime.” 

Those events 
usually hap¬ 
pen a few more 
times before we 
hit the grave, but they hap¬ 
pen so rarely they just seem 
like it is only once. 

Then there are those 
genuine, honest-to-goodness 
once-in-a-lifetime events 
that, by their nature, give 


no second chances or repeat 
performances. 

For Eriel McKee and 
Makenzie Cann, they really 
did get one of those last week 
when it was announced 
they would both be finalists 
for Kentucky’s Miss Bas¬ 
ketball. The winner will be 
announced at the boys’ state 
tournament in Rupp Arena 
and will get the honor of 
wearing the No. 1 jersey in 
the Kentucky-Indiana all- 
star series this summer. 

The rules say the Miss 
Basketball winner is a high 
school senior, so there really 
is just one chance to win the 
honor. And out of that one 
chance, there is now a 14.3 
percent chance that Cann 
or McKee or any of the five 
other finalists could take the 
honor. 

Around Anderson County, 
the duos exploits are well 
known, despite the fact that 


attendance at girls’ basket¬ 
ball games still wanes when 
compared to the boys’ game. 
As eighth-graders, they 
became starters on a team 
that surprised many by mak¬ 
ing the state tournament. 
Since first joining the Ander¬ 
son varsity team as seventh- 
graders, McKee and Cann 
have won 136 games and lost 
37 going into tonight’s sched¬ 
uled game at Shelby County. 

They have never tasted 
defeat to a 30th District foe 
(32-0) and have led Anderson 
to a pair of Sweet 16 appear¬ 
ances. 

Last year, their team won 
a school record, boys’ or girls’ 
basketball, 34 games and 
went on a 26-game winning 
streak. Their Final Four 
appearance is the best girls’ 
hoops finish in Anderson 
history and is exceeded on

Four Anderson 
players reach 
double figures

Anderson County 
needed this one. And the 
Bearcats needed a win 
in the worst way. 

The broad smiles 
pasted across their faces 
showed the Bearcats 
had delivered Saturday 
night with a 66-47 win 
over Frankfort. 

It was the Bearcats’ 
first win at home since 
Dec. 17, a record that as 
much as anything had 
to do with the on-again- 
off-again nature of a 
schedule that has expe¬ 
rienced numerous dis¬ 
ruptions because of win¬ 
ter weather, and only 
their third since Christ¬ 
mas. But Anderson, now 
8-8 on the year, has been 
short-handed much of 
the year, having the 
entire team together just 
four games. 

“The kids have 
worked hard, they really 


have,” Anderson coach 
Glen Drury said. 

Not everyone was 
in uniform Saturday, 


but Anderson got an 
unexpected lift when 
senior guard Christian 
Estes, who had missed 


the two previous games 
with chicken pox, suited 
up. Estes came off the 
bench to score 15 points, 


but his presence ener¬ 
gized the Bearcats in 
a way that cannot be 
measured on the score 
book. 

“He came in here this 
afternoon and didn’t 
have any fever,” Drury 
said of Estes. “He said his 
doctor said he was good 
to go because he was 
scabbed over.” 

Estes, an all-region 
performer last year, 
entered the game late 
in the first quarter 
and promptly bagged 
a 3-pointer. It was one 
of seven the Bearcats 
recorded in the first 
eight minutes. 

“Oh, Estes just loves to 
play the game,” Drury 
said. “We are a much 
better team with him in 
the lineup. He has that 
shooter’s mentality. He is 
going to make shots.” 

Just like Austin Cum¬ 
mins did in the first 
quarter. Cummins hit 
five threes in the open¬ 
ing frame and ended up 
leading all scorers with 
17 points. 

“We tried to get him 
some shots early. He got 


on one of those rolls 
when everything was 
going in. If he is hitting 
shots and Estes is hitting 
shots, we can be a pretty 
good team.” 

Anderson jumped out 
to a 23-10 first quarter 
lead, kept doubling the 
score through much 
of the second stanza, 
then cruised to the win. 
Darius Harvey scored 13 
points in a reserve role 
while Luke Mann added 
12 . 

“What I like about 
tonight’s game was the 
balanced scoring,” Drury 
said. “That is really is 
what this team has to 
be about. We can’t be 
as successful with one 
person scoring 30 or 
35 points then every¬ 
body else way down 
here. Tonight, we were 
balanced. I have been 
preaching that all year. 

“If we really want to 
win the (30th) District, 
we have got to work 
harder on balanced scor¬ 
ing.” 

Anderson dished out 
20 assists against the

the hardwood only by the 1971 boys’ 
team making it to the championship 
game. 

Earlier this year, McKee passed 
her cousin, C.J. Penny, as the lead¬ 
ing scorer, boys or girls, in Anderson 
County history. Fittingly, Cann went 
around a screen from McKee to nail 
a 3-pointer in Saturday’s game with 
Sacred Heart to become the second 
girls’ basketball player, and the 
fourth overall, to tally 2,000 career 
points. 

Uncharacteristically, that basket 
came in a loss in the Louisville Invi¬ 
tational Tournament semifinals. 

“We will look back at it and see 
what a great accomplishment that is 
for both of them,” Anderson coach 
Tony Kays said Saturday. “Right now, 
it’s kind of hard feeling good about 
something after a loss.” 

Which is exactly how Cann and 
McKee have played over the years. 

As middle-school students, they 
never lost a game in their grade 
classification (51-0) and capped that 
with a state championship. History 
will record that they have both been 
their best when the stakes are the 
highest. It is the common thread 
among champions. 

It is highly doubtful that McKee 
and Cann will share Miss Basketball. 
It has never happened on the girls’ 
side and only once, in 1957 when 
Ralph Richardson of Russell County 
and Earlington’s Harry Todd shared 
the award, for the boys. 

And it is also possible that nei¬ 
ther Cann, who is going to play col- 
legiately at Cincinnati, nor McKee, 
heading for Morehead State, will win. 


Anderson ran into a pair of the final¬ 
ists, Ballard’s Javonna Layfield and 
Sacred Heart’s Daijia Ruffin, in the 
LIT. Both put up big numbers against 
Anderson. 

Just watching Anderson’s tandem 
over the years, I get the impression 
both would like to win the award. All 
of the great ones, whether it is Jor¬ 
dan, James or Durant, want to be the 
best. Over the years, both have taken 
over games when necessary. Never 
was it more apparent than last year’s 
regional championship game when 
McKee rallied her team to force an 
overtime, then Cann came up with 
several big plays, including a crucial 
steal, in the extra period. 

“They never really talk about 
the individual accomplishments,” 
Kays said. “They are more concerned 
with the team. But they are both so 
deserving of Miss Basketball and all 
of their awards. 

“It is also a great recognition for 
Anderson County High School.” 

Because the Kentucky Lions Eye 
Foundation, which runs the all-star 
game and Mr. and Miss Basketball 
award, has changed the voting sev¬ 
eral times, it is not clear how many 
finalists, if any, Anderson has ever 
had for Mr. or Miss Basketball. 

What is known is that Conner is 
the only one to win the big prize. 
There’s one shot for players. Coaches 
and fans might get to see players 
worthy from time to time, but it 
really is rare for them too. 

Kays could only smile at that 
thought. 

“This is something that happens 
maybe once in a lifetime. I have 
been very blessed to be able to coach 
Makenzie and Eriel.”

Then 
she came in on Monday 
and just watched, but 


she looked like she felt 
worse on Monday.” 

The Lady Bearcats 
shuffled the lineup a 
bit and got more min¬ 
utes for reserves Corrin 
Robinson, Missa Walker 
and Mia Aldridge. 
Backup center Sidney 
Stratton was not avail¬ 
able after suffering a 
concussion in the junior 
varsity game. 

“We came out focused 
and ready to play,” Kays 
said. “We got a lot of 
people a lot of good min¬ 
utes.”

It stayed 32-23 at the 
break but Anderson 
also missed a chance to 
push the margin much 
farther. 

“I had really been 
happy with the way we 
had attacked the bas¬ 
ket,” Kays said. “Then 
we didn’t score and 
didn’t get to the free 
throw line. When that 
happened, the tone was 
kind of set.” 

Sacred Heart came 
back behind the play 
of 5-foot-9 center Daijia 
Ruffin, whose strength 
made her game much 
bigger. Ruffin finished 
with a game-high 28 
points and 12 rebounds. 
Her three-point play 
drew Sacred Heart even 
at 40 with 1:24 to go in 
the third quarter.

Makenzie Cann 
might have been weak 
from a bout with a 
virus, but when it mat¬ 
tered most, her shot 
was as strong as ever. 

Cann swished a 
three-pointer from

Eriel McKee, anoth¬ 
er Miss Basketball 
candidate, had carried 
the Lady Bearcats with 
23 points and hit 9-of- 
13 shots. Her defen¬ 
sive presence helped 


disrupt the Ballard 
offense. 

“The last few weeks, 
Kenzie and Eriel have 
really elevated their 
game,” Anderson coach 
Tony Kays said. “It was 
still a game when Ken¬ 
zie hit that shot.” 

McKee’s steal and 
layup put Anderson up 
45-38 and effectively 
sealed the win. Ballard 
was never closer than 
five points the rest of 
the way. 

The Anderson 
defense thwarted 
nearly anything Bal¬ 
lard tried. “That might 
have been our best 
game defensively this 
year.

The pre-season predic¬ 
tions? Apparently, South Old¬ 
ham did not bother to read 
them. 

The Dragons were sup¬ 
posed to be rebuilding. They 
were supposed to be pretty 
good. They were even con¬ 
sidered one of as many as 
eight or nine teams with a 
chance of winning the Eighth 
Region. But dominant? Not 
when they were replacing 
four starters from last year’s 
Eighth Region champion. 

Friday night, South Old¬ 
ham showed why it has 
moved to the top of the 
region in the computer rank¬ 
ing system. 

“I want to give them the 
credit,” Anderson coach Glen 
Drury said. “South Oldham 
kept playing. They kept 
doing the things they needed 
to do.” 

South Oldham is good. 
Really good. And the Drag¬ 
ons came to Lawrenceburg, 
breathed their fire and flexed 
their muscles on a short- 
handed Anderson County 
team that finally saw the 
needle pass “E” in its fuel 
tank. 

Anderson was playing 
without starting guard and 
leading scorer Christian Estes, 
an all-region performer last 


year. Estes was in attendance, 
but was showing the effects 
of a bout with chicken pox. 
Drury said Estes is expected 
to be out at least another 
week. 

The Bearcats were also 
without forward-center 
Ross Cox, who was serving a 
KHSAA-mandated suspension 
after picking up two techni¬ 
cal fouls in the Bearcats’ pre¬ 
vious game against Spencer 
County. At 6-foot-4, Cox is 
Anderson’s biggest and most 
athletic inside presence. 

“We told our kids that even 
though they had a couple of 
starters out, we had better 
play well,” said South Oldham 
coach Steve Simpson, whose 
team improved to 14-2. “Glen 
Drury’s teams always play 
hard.” 

Senior Luke Mann dog¬ 
gedly battled inside, scoring 
25 points for the Bearcats, but 
it was not enough. 

South outscored the 
Bearcats 28-9 in the final 
eight minutes to turn a com¬ 
petitive game into an 84-55 
rout. Guard Michael Griffin 
led the visitors with 23 points, 
while Kyle Young added 20, 
but it was an overall bal¬ 
anced attack from a deep 
and improving team that did 
the Bearcats in. Four other 
South Oldham players scored 
at least seven points and six 


different Dragons hit at least 
one three-point shot. 

In fact, it was a three from 
South Oldham’s Zach McWil¬ 
liams - his only bomb of the 
night - that cracked open the 
floodgates. 

Anderson had led several 
times early in the game and 
had pulled to within 38-33 
midway through the third 
quarter when McWilliams 
buried a home run from the 
top of the key. It seemed to 
correct a list in the Dragon 
ship as South eased back to 
a 10-point lead (56-46) at the 
end of the third frame, then 
delivered the knockout blow. 

“We have a lot of guys who 
are pretty good shooters,” 
Simpson said. “Whoever is 
open can hit that shot.” 

Even though Anderson’s 
Austin Cummins answered 
McWilliams with a three of 
his own, one could see South 
Oldham’s grip on the outcome 
tighten. By the time Ander¬ 
son called timeout, South let 
47-36. Late in the third frame, 
the lead grew to 56-43 when 
reserve Isaac Fields converted 
a steal into a layup, then con¬ 
verted another gimme into a 
basket. 

South Oldham sealed the 
win with a 12-0 run early 
in the fourth quarter that 
pushed the lead to 71-48. 

“We ran out of gas,” Drury 


said. “For two and a half quar¬ 
ters, we saw execution and I 
think that is the second game 
we have seen execution. We 
had execution against Collins 
and tonight for 22 minutes. 

“What we did for 22 min¬ 
utes tonight, we need to do 
for 32 minutes.” 

The teams jockeyed for 
position early before South 
Oldham opened a 33-25 half¬ 
time lead. Anderson cut the 
margin to five twice in the 
third quarter before South 
exploded. 

Last year, South Oldham 
earned its first trip to the 
Sweet 16 and seems ready to 
take another trip to Lexing¬ 
ton, even though the Dragons 
replaced four starters. 

“We only had one starter 
back but I felt like this team 
could be a good team,” Simp¬ 
son said. “You never really 
know until they get out there. 
I don’t know if I thought we 
would have this record, but I 
thought we would be in the 
thick of things in February.” 

And that is because of atti¬ 


tude. 

“They came into a season 
knowing exactly what they 
are after,” Drury said of South 
Oldham. “They got beat by 
Collins the second game 
of the season. It was 60-44. 
(According to KHSAA.com, it 
was actually 60-42.) 

“I was there. Their pieces 
and parts were not as good 
at the time,” Drury contin¬ 
ued. “One would zig and one 
would zag. One would do this, 
one would do that. South Old¬ 
ham decided that if we can 
get better collectively, we are 
going to be a good team. They 
are 14-2 for that reason. Their 
seniors are good leaders. Their 
ability to lead is really good. 
Anytime you have great lead¬ 
ership in a club, your main¬ 
tenance is not nearly as bad. 
They are low-maintenance.” 

Make that low-mainte¬ 
nance with high expectations. 

Anderson County saw that 
Friday night.

Strange season continues for Bearcats 
as Spencer prevails in district battle

TAYLORSVILLE - 
A strange season got 
stranger for Anderson 
County boys’ basket¬ 
ball last Tuesday. 

“This has been a 
weird year,” Bearcat 
coach Glen Drury said 
moments after his 
team had absorbed an 
80-74 loss at Spencer 
County. “I have never, 
in 33 years of coaching, 
had a kid get chicken 
pox.” 

But it happened 
last Tuesday when the 
Bearcats found out less 
than six hours before 
tipoff that all-region 
guard Christian Estes 
would not be available 
due to a bout with the 
disease. Junior Josh 
Brown started in Estes’ 
slot. 

“Oh tremendously,” 
Drury said, when 
asked about how much 
Estes’ absence was 
felt. “You take 16 or 
17 points away, four 
or five assists, four or 
five rebounds. 

Tuesday, the 
Bearcats had their 
chances. A combina¬ 
tion of a hot-shooting 
Spencer, foul trouble 
limiting the Bearcats 
inside, and shoddy 
defense at key junc¬ 
tures did Anderson in. 

The loss left Ander¬ 
son winless in three 
30th District games 
and assured that 
Anderson will have 
to play Collins in the 
first round of the post¬ 
season district tourna¬ 


ment. 

Estes would have 
undoubtedly helped 
Anderson’s chances, 
but Drury refused to 
use that as an excuse. 

“I want to give Spencer 
County a lot of credit,” 
he said. “They shot 
the ball awfully well. 
We knew that if they 
hit their threes, that 
is how they would do 
much of their scoring.” 

Spencer hit on 55 
percent of its field goal 
attempts, including 
9-of-18 from three- 
point range. Seven dif¬ 
ferent Bears connected 
from downtown. 

Stil, it was a night 
that saw five ties 
and 11 lead changes 
through the first three 
quarters. Anderson led 
by as many as eight 
and still held a seven- 
point cushion when 
Luke Mann hit two 
free throws midway 
through the second 
quarter to make it 
30-23. 

But it took Darius 
Harvey’s three-point 
play with 0.1 second 
left in the first half to 
stop a 9-0 Spencer run

sion. 

Things turned 
decidedly in Spencer’s 
favor when Mann 
picked up his third 
foul at the 5:28 mark 
of the third quarter. 

At the time, Anderson 
was clinging to a 40-38 
lead and when he 
returned at the start 
of the fourth quarter, 
Spencer only led 52-51, 
but the damage had 
been done. 

It was left to junior 
guard Austin Cum¬ 
mins to score. He 
filled the role with a 
game-high 35 points, 

23 coming in the final 
11:30. Senior Cameron 
Fritts led Spencer with 
19 points. Three other 
Bears scored in double 
figures. 

“I thought Mann 
getting in foul trouble 
was the biggest key of 
the night,” Drury said. 
“We didn’t have an 
inside scoring threat 
and we can leave him 
in to apply pressure.” 

“Mann getting 
in foul trouble was 
huge,” said Spencer 


coach Jason Burns, 
who had been an assis¬ 
tant at South Oldham 
last year. “We were 
able to adjust our 
defense when he went 
out. We tried attacking 
him and (Ross) Cox all 
night.” 

Both Mann and Cox 
fouled out in the final 
2:30. 

And now, the 
post-season road got 
much tougher as the 
Bearcats will have to 
face one of the region¬ 
al favorites to open 
district play. Spencer, 
however, could be one 
of those sleepers that 
could wreak some 
havoc in the post¬ 
season. 

“We have improved 
tremendously,” Burns 
said. “We are playing 
defense and everyone 
is starting to under¬ 
stand and play their 
roles.

Nighttime hunting 
for coyotes begins 


Ky. Dept, of Fish & Wildlife 
Resources release 

A new regulation 
allows hunters to use 
lights to hunt coyotes at 
night in Kentucky from 
Feb. 1 through May 31 in 
permissible areas. 

Hunters may take 
coyotes either during 
the day or at night 
year-round in Kentucky. 
However, lights may 
only be used at night 
during the upcoming 
season. 

Hunters should be 
aware of the different 
regulations which apply 
to coyote hunting dur¬ 
ing the day or the night. 

During the day, coy¬ 
ote hunters may use 
shotguns, rifles, bows, 
crossbows or air guns 
with a minimum size 
of .22 caliber. At night, 
however, the only 
firearm a hunter may 
use is a shotgun. Night 
hunters must use shells 
which contain more 
than one projectile. 

Several federal areas 
are closed to night 
coyote hunting. These 
include Land Between 
The Lakes in western 
Kentucky; Big South 
Fork National River 
and Recreation Area in 
southeastern Kentucky; 
and the Daniel Boone 


National Forest in east¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

The Boone forest 
closure includes certain 
properties owned by 
the federal govern¬ 
ment but managed by 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. These 
include Beaver Creek, 
Cane Creek, Redbird, 
Mill Creek and Pioneer 
Weapons wildlife man¬ 
agement areas (WMAs). 

Other federal areas 
closed to night coy¬ 
ote hunting include 
Clark’s River National 
Wildlife Refuge in 
Marshall, McCracken 
and Graves counties; 
Jefferson National For¬ 
est in Letcher and Pike 
counties; and Reelfoot 
National Wildlife Ref¬ 
uge in Fulton County. 
Hunters should verify 
with landowners any 
property they wish to 
hunt coyotes at night. 

State-owned WMAs 
are open for night 
coyote hunting. Night 
hunting of coyotes is 
allowed on private and 
other properties with 
the permission of the 
landowner, as long as 
there are no local ordi¬ 
nances prohibiting the 
discharge of firearms in 
the area.

Hunters post another record deer harvest 


From staff reports 

A year after estab¬ 
lishing an overall deer 
harvest record, Ken¬ 
tucky hunters did it 
again, according to a 
news release from the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

The 2013-14 deer 
season in Kentucky 
ended Jan. 20 with a 
total harvest of 144,404 
animals. That repre¬ 
sents a gain of more 
than nine percent over 
the previous record set 
during the 2012-13 sea¬ 
son, according to the 


release. 

A spotty crop of 
acorns and other hard 
mast across Kentucky 
had deer on the move, 
and made them more 
vulnerable to hunters, 
the release said. 

An increase of about 
9,000 deer permits sold 
- about one-third of 
those coming through 
youth sportsman’s 
licenses - also meant 
there were more hunt¬ 
ers in the field. 

Harvest totals for 
firearms, archery, 
muzzleloading and 
crossbow were up 


across the board. A 
record 104,619 deer 
were taken by fire¬ 
arms hunters. Archery 
hunters harvested 
20,833 whitetails while 
muzzleloader hunt¬ 
ers bagged 15,641 deer 
and crossbow hunters 
reported taking 3,311 
deer. 

Male deer accounted 
for nearly 54 percent 
of the deer harvested. 
Out of the 77,719 male 
deer taken, 9,962 were 
antlerless, according to 
telecheck data. 

Three of the top 
five counties in terms 


of estimated deer den¬ 
sities produced the top 
harvest totals. Hunters 
in Owen County took 
4,069 whitetails to lead 
the state followed by 
Pendleton County with 
3,464 and Crittenden 
County with 3,033. 

Kentucky’s deer 
herd was estimated at 
approximately 900,000 
prior to the season. 
Herd estimates are 
derived through com¬ 
puter modeling that 
takes into account har¬ 
vest and age structure 
data.
